Rule  4— Entries  shall  consist  of  single  birds  or 
specimens  and  breeding  pen,  and  the  highest  scoring 
male  and  four  highest  scoring  females  will  be  taken 
from  such  single  entries  and  shall  constitute  a  Breed¬ 
ing  Pen,  and  no  specimen  can  compete  in  more  than 
one  Breeding  Pen. 

Rule  5 — The  entry  fee  for  poultry  is  25  cents  for 
each  specimen,  Breeding  Pen,  $1.00  each.

Rule  7. — The  terms  “Cock”,  “Hen”,  “Cockerel”, 
and  “Pullet”  are  defined  as  follows:  Cock  and  Hen, 
birds  hatched  prior  to  1913,  Cockerel  and  Pullet,  birds 
hatched  during  1933.  Any  false  statement  regarding 
age  of  birds  will  exclude  from  competition  all  entries 
made  by  the  exhibitor. 

Rule  8. — The  Exhibition  Hall  will  be  open  for  the 
reception  of  birds  Monday  morning,  December  15,  and 
all  exhibits  must  be  in  the  room  by  10 :00  o’clock  P.  M. 
of  the  same  date.  Birds  arriving  by  express  prior  to 
this  date  will  be  placed  in  a  warm  room,  and  will  re¬ 
ceive  the  best  of  care  until  the  opening  of  the  Exhibit 
Hall.
